State Farmers 
Fear Labor 
Shortage

found themselves with a surplus o 
jobs and shortage of labor. 


Two ot the state's most Impor 


tant crops — corn and strawbcr 
ries — arc threatened seriously by 
the short supply of farm 
labor 


Farmers arc f i n d i n g that they 
can't compete 
with 
the 
hlgho 


wages offered by American Indus 
try geared to national defense anc 
the military draft. 


The federal government has rcc 


ognlzcd the situation by plnchv 
farm workers on the list ot "crit 
cal occupations." The list, -whil 
not binding, serves as a guide t 
draft boards in passing on nppl 
cations 
for 
occupational 
detui 


ments. 


Two other factors also are cu 


ting deeper into the thin ranks ot 
the farm workers. Growers have 
increased their acreage this year; 
the harvest ot one 
overlaps 
the 


preparation of the other. Agricul- 
ture leaders say this has forced 
the two groups of farmers to bid 
against each other for hired hands.

loans lo build new homes or to re-

County FHA Supervisor. 


This credit was provided in the 


Farm Housing Act of 1040 and the 
program is administered by the 
Farmers 
Home 
Administration. 


Mr. Sparks pointed out that these 
loans arc made for a period of 5 
to 33 years and may be paid in full 
before they mature. The interest 
rate is 4 per cent per year on the 
unpaid principal balance of the 
loan.
